He humbled himſelf to death, even to the death upon 
the Block, for the joy that was ſet before him he dw 7 
bloody ſtroak of the Axe and deſpiſed the ſhame, in the 
bope .and comfort of a bleſſed reſurre#ion he layd down , .__ 
his head and dyed in the Lordand for hin, the Royal Mar- 2 Heb. 12. 
tyr followed the Captain of our Sakvation, that he might 
be made perfet through ſufferings; and as Chriſt, though 
he could, with leſs than a word, have diſpatched his Of: 
' fenders quick into Hell, yet never fo w_ as oper'd his 
mouth, \ave only to pray that they might be forgiven, and 
that the extreme aG& of their malice might be the only 
means of their Salvation : ſo, though the King had a 
Spirit not to be oxtbrav'd with the Terror of an Executi- 
on, yet did not their cruelty, exceed the meaſures of hs 
charity, who cal{d for no fire from Heaven, but that of Di- 
vine. lave, to burn up his unnatural. Subjects hatred and 
animofities to each-other z this great and Chriſtian Arti- 
dote he had againſt their malice, and what a Royal re- 
venge. his charity gave him upon and-victory over his cne- 
mies, let ſome of his laſt words convince you.

God, 
vot-to repute it 4 ſin, it. were impdfflible for the Juſt Judge 
to juſtific ſuch an juſt aJjon , but that he would rot 
i-apute it to them. God 1snot like men; apt to forget ſors, 
as ſoon as they are committed, he beholdeth miſchief and. 
wrong,” and he writes bitter things againſt then ,, nor will 
he quickly blot them out of the Book of his remembrance. 
And though he do not always /et looſe his Thunder;to 
ſtrike thoſe mer of blood, to whom his ſevereſt Venge- 
ance is due 3 yet we know not upon what Strapadso their 
ſouls are ſometimes toſt, in what a continual Allarum that 
fary keeps-their Conſciences, and what .an Hell they have 
within them; nor will God, who now walks por: the 
face of the waters, that his footſteps are not ſeen, ſutfer this 
bis forbearance to paſs for a payment, for when he rakes 
inquaition for blood , he will remember it. St. Stepher 
knew, that whilſt his Enemies continued in their wicked- 
neſs without repentance, it would be in vain to dream 
of any device to tye the hand of an Almighty Vengeance, 
from ſeizing on them. Chrii# hath not Bo the fins of- 
the impenitent 3 they themſelves mult : he therefore prays 
for their faith and repentance, that ſo they may be reſto- 
red to Gods favour, who were under his wrath, that the 
hand-writing which was iflued out againſt them might be 
canceld, and that God in Chriſt would in mercy recon- 
cile them to himſelf; this i» Heaven is calld a got impnu- 
ting of (6, and in the Souls of ſinferl men, "tis a conc onalli 

tion of their rebellious natures to truth and goodneſs. 
3. Laſtly we are to obſerve the Date and timing of his 


Petitions "twasin the extremity of his Paſſion, for when he 


had ſaid. this, he fell afieep, Obdormivit in Domino —ho- 
minen exnit, he willingly puts off the Fleſh, - as a weary 
man does his Cloaths, and -compoſes himſelf to reſt.

Theſe and m>re incidental Circumſtances are full of ſuch 
variety with which I might pardonably entertain you at 
any time but this; to wear out any part whereof, in ſuch 
unnecellary diverſjons, as might call me off trom this »ve- 
lancholly jolexmity, would, I am ſure, be too groſs an abuſe ' 
of your patience, and of this ſolemn day of Humiliation ; in* 
which-if I ſhall chance to give you Epimetronti, ſomething ' 
more than the meaſure of an ordinary Sermon apon ſuch 
an Extraordinary Theme «nd Time: atleaſt, when your - 
patience gives me over, exdure the reſt as an eaſje Penance 
for the heavy Szx of the day, 

And I hope you will not think that I ſhake hands with 
my Text, whilſt I take this j»ſ# occaſion of ſhowing you, 
how well it does accord with the Time, comparing the E- 
ternal itin of this day, with the S7# of that, and the guilt 
of the Regicides, with that of the Fews3 by which we may - 
bethe better convinced, that, as the King himſelf of his / 
Princely Pity to us did, ſo had we need to cry aloud for 
our Pardon, humbling our ſelves, and renouncing that 
abhorred murder, of God% Anointed Servant, and our 
lawful Soveraign ; leaſt when he come to make inquifttior: 
for Blood, his innocent Royal blood be- ſtill: juſtly! re- * 
quired ofus and our Poſterities. , 

Now though the Charitable Martyr hid his Enemies fin, 
in ſuch a terminus diminuens, asthe cloſe Phraſe of this ſor: ; 
yet, the faithful Miniſter may not: 'tis for him, to ſearch 
It, 'that he may ſee, whether it be not like that of Cazr, 
greater than could be forgiven. 

The ſi therefore, though but expreſsd in two words, 
muſt be explain'd in many more, 'tis a comprehenſive Villany, ' 
its name is Legion never any fin had fo great a train of 
Hell as this; 1t 1s like a Mathematick Line” diviſible, [72 
ſemper divifibilia; 1 ſhall but La: up its Aggravations, 


as 
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as the #njuit Steward-did his Maſters debts, of a thouſand, 
ſet down but fifty : and yet I expect to tire my felt and you 
too before 1 leave it. 

Gentle Language: does but water Siz,and make it grow 
again; and he whotreats it civitly, is guilty of its zncreaſe : 
which 1 would be loath tobeof Rebel/on; and yet ſhould 
weftrain courteſie with this, the moſt planſeble term we 
could give it, would be Murder; a fin which like an 
axmed Gyant,. will firſt or laſt ſet upon-its Authors, and 
rend them with inward torments. And 'tis therefore above 
all other- fins, ſo bedg'd about with Thornes, even in this 
life, 'tis ten to one but Vengeance meets it. *Tis ſcelus in 
fandyms a wickednels too great for any expreſſion, 

The AG 3t ſelf is abominable, but the Obje# makes it 
execrable z a {in ont of meaſure finful ; ſuch. a ſtupendious 
Villany it was,as our poſterity will hardly find Faith enough 
to believe. *Tis the Murder, not of a private ear, but 
ofa King, the beſt of men. And if Alexander's killing of 
Cqnenns, wasin Senecd's p_ crimen prints. \ + 

{odamnable a Paracide, this Regicade, beinours? If 
ever any Corpsdeſerved to {wimin Teares, 'twas his. And 
if ever any Villany did match that of the Jews, in the Cru- 
cifying of Our Saviour, 'twas theirs, in the Beheading of 
Our moit graciows Sovereign :. For he was not. ſuch a Pha- 
raah to us, as tochanige a Kingdonr ofFree-men, into an 
Houſe of Bondage. He neither enſlaved us in our Perſons, 
Labours, Poſſejſrons nor Underſiandings ;, (and 'tis a great 
Truth, which may beſaid withoutdanger of Flattery, that 
His Son-walkes after; him) nay ſo much greater was His 
care. for #5 than himfelf, that how much focver our er- 
croaching fingers itch'd to be tampring with his Prerogative; 
(as they ſtill-do with His Soz*s) hetook. care, we ſhould 
be abridged no liberty of the SubjeF, unleſs it were a Licence 
of detroying our ſelves: ( of which we in this Age (cen as 

I, asin.the lait,) and iſo far was He from invading our 
Rights, that none was everſo forward io part with his _ 

in 
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(in whichI pray God, His Son, Our gracious Soveraign walk 
not too much after him) diminiſhing it 1n ſo many particu- 
lars, as left him open at laſt to the loling of all the reſt. 

Witneſs the Petition of Right, palled by him, in Jae, 
1628. An A@ of ſuch Royal grace, as might catily have put 
us into an extaſy of admiration : In fo much as that when 
he paſſed that Bil, he almoſt dealt with his People, as Tra- 
jan did with his Pretorian prefeF, put his Sword into their 
hands, and bid them uſe it for hz, 1t he ruled well, ifnot, 
againit hin; he acted rather like a Steward forhis people, 
than a Lord over them ; and ſo would his Sor do too, -if 
we would let him. 

Had he without any tryal of Law, made his pleaſure paſs 
for Sentence, and lop'd off theſe rebe/iows Members,and the 
reſt ofthe Serators beads as Tarquin did Poppyes. Had he 
made them fee! ſuch times as Tacitzs delcribes, where xo 
man durit be vertuoxs leaſt he ſhould be thoughtto out- 
brave his Prince; and yet tocomplain of their hard: 
bad been Capital, and had his SubjeFslike Naboth been 
ned for their Vineyards, they might have uſed the Churches 
arnes, Prayers and Tears, not Swords or Gus, asthey did 
againſt him: ©* but God knows, ſo far was hefrom bearing 
« juſtly the wait load and guilt of all that blood which had 
« beer ſed in our unhappy Wars, which ſome menwould needs 
* charge upon hint, to eaje their own Souls ;, that he was ever- 
&® more afraid, to take away any mans Life unjuity, than to 
« loje bis en. He refited our enemies to the blood, and choſe 
to loſe Hzs own tHead,rather than oxe hair ſhould fallfrom 
ours : $0 that next to God and his good Angels, we- were 
m95t beholding to him tor our ſafety,” Rerum prima Selws 
@& una Ceſar. He was indeed the Tutelar Angel of his 
Kingdoms, whom when God called to himſelf; he quickly 
ſent a deifrozing Angel among us. 

. And yet ſuch was the touchireſs of. thoſe times (and it 
more than begins to be the fame in thelc) © that, though hs 
« zntended, not only to oblige his friends, but his enemies alſo, 
« being perſwaded that he could neither grant too much, nor 
« diſtrust too little 3 yet his matchleſs favours did rather 
| = . exaſpe-

exaſperate than win them, their poyſoned hearts turning all 
into venome. 
The Martyr faw it clearly before he dyed, and His Sor 
cannot chooſe but ſee it now : that malice is not abated by 
Machiav. Tice, n0r appealed by any good turns: And that the Prince 
1.3-©5 who would be wary of conſpirators, ſhould be moſt jea- 
lous of thoſe, to whom he has afforded moſt favours. With 
what monſtrous ingratitude was. his indulgence repayed ? 
whilſt it torced him © to obſerve, that his letting ſome men 
& go xp to the pinacle of the Temple,was a temptation to then, 
% to cait him down headlong ;, and that others hydropicke in- 
©, ſatiableneſs, learned to thirit the more þy how much the mofe 
* they drank: in ſo muchthat the fountain of his Royal boun- 
* ty could not ſatis fie them, An Epidemical diſeaſe it is,which 
rages as much among the people of this age, as of the /aff. 
Nor 1s it any wonder, that he did not anſwer the unrea- 
ſonable expectations of theſe people: Forthe leaſt they ex- 
petted from him, was to ſacrifice his Honour, break his 
Oath, and togive up the Government, and with it, his faſt- 
eſt friends as a vidtzme to the tury of his fierceſt Enemies, 
and to violate hjs conſcience in the breach of thoſe Laws, 
which he had {worn to maintain ; which were tohave made- 
himſelf ſecond in a fault, which the impartial: world con- 
demn'd in them, as the fo and principal offenders. 
Caſt but aneye upon his conceſſzorrs, and you (hall quick- 
ly perceive, thatnever any villains were brib'd into mmuraer, 
| at ſo cheap arate, and with(o little colour of provocation 
as they. (I muſt always except their i»zpenitent offÞring.) 
Was their quarrel commencd for the true Proteftant Re- 
gion? So-was his tothedeath, when he provd himſclf to 
have Defender of the Faith among his Titles, more by de- 
fert than #nberitance. Was it for the Priviledges of Parlia- 
ment? he thought nothing too hororrable for them but 
Mijeſty, and 'tis to be hop'd, they will be taught to be con- 
tent without that fill. Did they atm at the /iberty of the Sub- 
je&? Sodid He: Unleſs they meant the /zeentionſneſs of the 
rabble, which open'd the flood-gates to that zmpetnows tor- 
rext, which carryed down the Government of _ and 
tate 
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St#te, of Soveraignty, Prelacy and Peerage. Did they 
Stand up forthe Laws of the Land? So did he, and fel/ for 
them too-3 ſo will neither theynor their offfþÞring do. Was 
it for the right adminiſtration of Juſtice > Where and when 
did they ever know 1t in greater perſeFion than in his 
Reign? If peace and plenty could have ftopd their mouths, 
Heaven had prevented their clamours againſt him : for in 
no Kings Reign were the Commons in greater wealth, the th 
Nobility more honoured, or the Clerg yleſls wrong'd. And 
it liberty of Conſcience wasthe thing they ſtruggled for,(the 
common Vouchee of all National quarrels) when he him- 
If wanted it, he was moi? ready to give it 5 and ſo might 
have ſaid in theſe points to them, as St. Pay! to the reſt of 
the Apoſtles, that in all theſe things ke bad labour'd more a- 
bundantly than they all, for which, he will always have his 
C hair of State in every Loyal breaſt. 

He was indeed a Prince,whoſe ſupereminent Graces were Heb. 11: 23. 
ſuch, as became God's Deputy ; of whows the World was not 
worthy, Tam ſure, not theſe 17yratefil Iſlands: whether he 
wereabetter King or Chriſtian, more innocent in his doing: 
or patient in his ſufferings, is not ealic todetermine, Natus 
erat in Exemplar, he was bor for a Pre#dent of goodeſs , 
his Great example was both a Law and a demonitration,and 
his chaſte life a dayly Sermon againit his /ritful Enemies. 
His Parts and Piety, his Reaſon and Religion were beyond 
any but his own expreſſion. Nor did ever any Age, ſince 
our Saviour's Paffion, furniſh the World with ſo great ar 
example of Paticnce and Conſtancy, as that which he this * 
day ſect us. 

But why (hould T praiſe himto yoo are ſo much 
the more miicrable in the lols of him,by how much the more 
you knew him? What Gifts and Graces were ix him, as he 
uſed them,lolet ws aſcribe them to the King of all Glory. 

We have ſeen, how ſeldom Excellency is in any Kmd long- 
livedand how rarely th men of this World can mdureany . 

Sapereminent goodneſs, It had notelſe beenpotlible tor the 
Sons of Belial, tor any but ihe Devil and his black Angels to 
have been incenſcd againſt ſich a week aud harmleſs Prince 
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as this, much leſs for his own SabjeFs to have murder'd him; 
for them who were hatch'd under the coucrt of his nings, to 
pick out his eyes, for ſuch Cxckows to devour him, from 
whom next underGod, they received their well being, is a 
Prodigy.Cannot Ceſar be butcher'd, but Brut#s muſt profer 
the Stab? Cannot Chrii? be betray'd, but one of kis own 
Diſciples muſt be the chict Contriver? Cannot St.Stever be 
ſtoned, but by his Country-wen? And muſt ſo Gracious a 
King become the white obje@ tor the ſquint-eyd malice of 
his own trayterous Subjects, to aart thoſe ſpleenilh Arrows 
at, which they had drawn out of the Artillery of Hell? 
Could there be a greater Piacle in nature? Could there be 
a more cxecrable and horrid thing? Tranſanimated Devils 
was a ſtranger Metempſhycholis than ever Poets fancyed 5 
and yet Maximilian you lee was little leſs than a Prophet, 
in {tyling the King of great Britain a Prince of Devils, be- 
ns of his Subjects frequent i»ſurredions againſt and de- 
poſitions of their Princes. We have had the bes? Kings, and 
been the worſt ſubjeFs 1n Chriſtendome, to owr ſhame be it 
ſpoken. 

" Who can ſtretch out his hand againſt the Lords Anoynted, 
and beinnocent ? Can his owr Swbjeds do it? how came 
the feet by any authority, to judge the head, or ſub jets to 
ſit upontheir Soveraign ? Docs the King hold this Crown 
by indentures from his people ? As much as the Father does 
his Government, by a Covenant with his Children. *Tis by me 
(fayethGod) that Kings Reign. Shall thoſe that are of his 
making be of the peoples marring ? ſhall Children condition 
with their Parent nſuch and ſuch uſage to be acquitted 
of their duty anMcicnce? and muſt they expect to ex- 
change Authority with them? and ſhall they govern by the 
wills of their ſons and Servants or by their own? Of what in- 
chanted Cup had they drunk ſo deep, as to forget themſelves 
to be ſabjeFs,and that it was for ther to do therr duty,and the 
King his pleaſure?lf they were above hinr,how was heSupreme, 
5n1 how they his ſuljec}5? or was his ſupremacy to be torn off 
by the hands of Reforeatio7r,a rag of popery?or it they were his 
Jubje&s, how came they to be his Judges? and if no judges, 
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how could they be his Avengers & and if no Avengers, why 
were they not quiet? how durſt they lift up their hands, or 
indeed oper their months againſt him? Tacit#s ſaid right, 
even in Machiavels Judgment, tliat men ſhould wiſh for good 
Princes, but whatſcever they are, indure them, and venly he 
who does otherwiſe (Ict your Whigs and our Diſſenters ſay 
what they pleaſe) ruines both himſelf and his Country.God 
made him King.,and #s SubjeFs, we were wedded together 
at his Coronation; and ſo we ſhould have continued /ike 
Man and Wife for better for worſe: our obedience being not 
to depend upon his good behaviour, but upon Gods Ord 
ance; and yet notwithſtanding this cloſe tye of Heaver, 
and their manifold Obligations to him, hisowr SubjeFs,and 
the ſex of them, deſtroyed him. 

Thoſe who were immanitate ſcelerum tuti, Securd b 
the greatneſs of their crimes, were the rex who made ule 
of the inſolency of the rabble, and the Midwifery of tumults to 
bring forth confuſiorr, on Church and State. They arenow 
taking the ſame methods a ſecond time, pray God, ſend us 
better Succeſs. Theſe were thoſe Sarznted Salamanders,who 
courted a combu3tion and a ſcramble: becauſe their forfunes 
were as deſperate as their deſigns; which they could not drive 
on without grating upon all the Extremes imaginable. It 
muſt be by an Error of Humanity, if we take ſuch ingrateful 
beaits as thele, for wen, 1t being directly againſt the radical 
principles of nature, and no lels an ademonſtration of beſti- 
ality, for any to deſtroy thoſe to whom they owe their ſelf pre- 


. ſervation, and to (in with fo high an hand, againſt their 


principal benefaFor. 

But yet it He had not been ſufficiently ſecur'd from their 
violence by the Law of ature, yet certainly he was by the 
Laws f our Nation; which have abundantly declared © that 
« weither the Lords nor Commons, nor both together in Parli- 
& amet ( mmch leſs  Still-born houſe of Commons ) not the peo- 
« ple collectively or repreſentatively, zor any other perſons 
&« whatſoever, have or ought to have any coercive power over 
« the perſon of any King of our Realm : who 1s (© tar Pater 
Patrie, the Father of his Country,that a Wor may as well 
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get a Child upon her ſelf, as both Houſes of Parliament pro- 
duce any Law, till the Kings conſent firlt paſs upon them, 
Onmes ſub eo & ipſe ſub nullo, nit tantum ſub Deo, fauh Bra- 
Hon, who was Lord Chief Juſtice in King Henry the thirds 
time ; fo that their crime was both unnatural and illegal, 
even by that very Law, by which they intended to hold 
and defend their own lives and hberties, 
Nay ſo it likewiſe was, by that Etermal Law of God, to 
which wot of them have already, and the reſt mult ere long 
ſubmit their ſouls; and ofthisI the rather ſpeak, becauſe the 
Devil of Rebellion transformed himſelf into an Angel of Re- 
formation, and is beginning to play the ſame Game over a. 
gain, and many were ſo deſperately ſeduced by that graxd 
7mpoſtor, as to ſhake hands with their allegiance,under pre- 
tence of laying 'faſter hold oz Religion and Reformation; ag 
if Chriſtian liberty did loſe the reines of civil Government, 
and- Sainthip give them a Priviledge againſt the intereſt of 
obedience: which they who undertake to maintain my 
ſharpen their Weapons, at the Philijtines forge,gzo to Rome tor 
arguments 3 whoſe School-wen 1ndeavouring to wn 4 the 
King below the Pope, thought it their ſureſt way to advance 
the People in ſome caſes above him ; theſe ſeeds of Rebellion 
mult be fetch'd from their School Divinity, trom whence 
Chriſtianity received its bane. Rebellion under pretence 
of Religion, is the vertical point of Feſuitiſnr, the top branch 
of Popery, and Jack Presbyter was over familiar with the 
Whore of Babylon when he itole that Do@rine out of her bo- 
ſome; *ris indeed morelike a peice of the Alcoran than of 
the Goſpel, an Article of the Txrkiſh not of the Chriſtian 
Creed, Let us not therefore for fear of loſing our Religion, 
without fear or wit, preſently jump into Rebellion:tor Chriſt 
never taught the ſword ofthe Spirit, to make way to the con- 
ſcience, by cutting through the fleſh 5 nor did he ever autho- 
rize ſubje&s to plant or water his Chriſtian Do@rine (much 
leGtheir own pharatical deviſes)in the blood of theirSoveraign, 
_— S»bjes.He mentions ſome who tookthe K. ins m”_ 
of Heaven by violence,not any who by violence impojed it up- 
on others.Nay the Prophet tells the Jewes,that in the day ny

The ; and when the Fews asked Chriſt , wheeher they 
iſbould pay Tributeto Cziar or nor? de did not ask them, 
whether there were «ny Statute againſt it,nor adviſe them 
to defer their payment till the People ſhould agree upon it : 
nt oy looked upon the Syperſcription of the money, and

And when Fulian from Chri- 
ſRianiry fell to flet Paganiſm, you ſhall find the Chriftiaws 
whomhe loaded with Perſecutions, not entring into any 
Rebellions Aſſociations,but fitting their Necks to his Tak, 
and teaching one another poſtures, how-they might and 
faireſt for the ſtroke of death : and that , nor becauſe 
they could not help themſelves (for the greateſt part of his 
Army were then Chriſtians) but becauſe rhey were con- 
vinced, that no man could begome a 7raytor, who had a- 
ny relick of Grace in him ; and that he who ſhakes off 
this Sacred Bond of Obedience, hath firſt reſigned Heaven, 
and made fbipwrack of Faith and 4 good Conſcience. He 
who faltreth in his Allegiance 'to rhe Xing the Deputy, 
does manif+ſtly revolt from God the Depwter.

Thy would have made men believe that they could 
not follow their Savionr without forſaking their Soveraign, 
and that they were i»/5r'dto niarder him they firlt 
God, and then they fiwd it expediens, to lay his Ficegerent, 
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which was »m:2/fon Adikema,the greateſt villany,of which men 
have been guilty, for above 1500 years and thoſe who ſwam 
to their 4+{ ea Haven, in fucha tull fream «of Royal Blood, dc- 
ſerve to be ſtizmatizz*4, atlealt once a year, for ſuch their Pro- 
digious and unparallei'd Enurmities. 

And yet. the Grand {tors 1n this our National Tragedy, were 
all chis while the greateff Pretenders in the World to Loyalty aud 
Religion, which ſet them up with ſuch a fork of Repatation, 
that upon the bare cr.a7t thereof they migit run freely oz the 
feore, to the cormmillion of luch horrid Crimes agaialt both the 
King and the People, and yet not have their names once called 
fo ax account for any injuſtice. Bur we have too much cauſe to 


lay of the Spavz of thele Blood-ſuckers, as Fa:0b did of Simeon Gen.yg.y; 


-and Z-wi, Curſed b: their Anger, for it was fi-rce, and their Hrath 
for it was cruel; | mean the /Yr ſhippers of that Scythian Diana, 
which was once fed with ſo many i»}amare Sacrifices, and to 

which, as to another Mo/oct , fo many men of Parts and Piety, 

of Courage and Loyalty (afwel as Ch:/aren) were compelled to 

paſs through the fire. Not to ſwim along with the ſtream of their 
Rebellion,was preſent drowning, Crede,aut jugulum dabis, might 

have been their 440, conſidering how many mens /zves agd 

Fortunes were ſacrificed to their revenge and paſſion; there was 
mo need nor noiſe of liberty of conſcience when that Religion was 
rampant. Now if theſe were S:iizts , who were Scythians? It 
theſe were the Children of God, which are the Sons of Belial? 
If theſe were the Filings of the Righteous, which are the Crimes 
of the HVicked ? Let them wipe th:ir months as clear as they can, 
they were taken bloody binded , and their treachery deſerves to 
travel ina Proverb to the end of the World , till chey can wsſþ 
either their hands or mouths in innocence from this great Tranl- 
jms Some of the more moderate men ( if indeed there can 
any moderation in Rebellion) perhaps if they had not found 

it eaſier to /ay on their Hounds than to rate them off , would have 
deſiſted ſooner, but yet they remembred ſo much of their Pre- 
ice of Piety, (1 mean of Machiavel"s Inſtrudtions) that they 
would neither ftand , /o "Fe to the King (as well as they lov'd 
him) as to be oppreſſed with his ruine, nor yet /o far off, but =

When his raine eame, they might be able to riſe upow ſore parts 


of it. 

They pretended to deſerve aſwel of the 7raytors aud Uſurpers 
then, as they do now of the Xing, and as Godly as they were, 
the Crown and Church-lands, were a great Gain to them ; they 
thought it a mortal fin to rob either , but not ſo much as a veria! 
one to buy the ftollen goods, But to think that any Reaſons of 
mine, or Convittions of their own, ſhould make them believe, 
that this ſin might be laid totheir charge , were toentertain a bet- 
ter opinion of their Piety, and my own Parts,than cither of them 
deſerve. 

Never was any Parricide committed with ſo high an hand, as 
this, it was done by the joynt agreement and contrivance of the 
two Imps of Rebellion, thole Brethren in iniquity, whom Faition 
conpled , and Zntereft divided: for they ſtrugled together 1n the 
Homb of Ambition, till the e/der was indeed craftily /»pplented 
by the younger , who carried away the /ong expected Fruits of 
the others Plots and PraQtices. 

This made them ſo wery byſfe when the work was over, to 
ſhift off the guilt of this execrable Att , from the axe tothe o- 
ther , and whether of the swo Harlots was indeed the true Mo: 
ther of this Monſtrous Birth , you will beſt know by attempting 
to divide it. Solomon would have judged it to belong to her 
who would rather part with it all, than accept of half, and then 
the Flder Brother is the principal Murderer. Their caſe '1n 
ſhort was this ; The Oze granted Commiſions to hght againſt 
the King , but yet they would be thought to have provided for 
his Perſonal Safety , in a Parentheſfis of fair Words , they could 
not fleep in their Beds for fear of the King's being murdered, 
and the other judged it as lawful ro beh:ad him. The one gave 
the Conncl, and the other the Srroke. The one laid the 7raimgand 
the. other fired it. The one devoired the Prey, and the other 
gave a B!-ſimg to it. The onecarried on the Rebellion in the 
Bop firſt Acts of the Tragedy , and the other were the bloody 
performers of the fifth. The one ſharpn:d the Ax,and the other 


ftroke with it. The 'onr brought his Royal head to the block, and: 
whe other ſevered it from his ſhoulders. The elder of the Twins. 
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bound his Pather, and the Younger batchered hian. The oze fir 
murdered the King of Great Brittain, the other the Perſon of 
Charles the Firſt, el nentrum flanamis ure, wel ure duos , they 
run at leaſt parce/ guilty, and both of them certainly waſhed their 
bens ju his-blood , how deſirous foever they have been-fince to 
waſh them of it : But to whether of the two, the ſi» is more pro- 
periy chargeable , I had rather, a better Caſuiſt would reſolve 
them. - Berweenthem 1 am ſure, they have brought the great- 
eft fcardat upon the Proteſtant Religion, and the Erol Nation 
imaginable, making it as muchhe Scorn and Reproxch, as before 
it was the Znvy and Glory of the Horld.

God grant, ow Poſt:rity may learn to be aſhamed of thoſe AQi- 
ons, which have brought ſuch an 0b/9quy a»d diſzrace upon us, as 
to make us the ſole objeCt of publick execrations and curſes. 

And that eſpecially conſidering, what a veſt Zresſure they 
ſquandred away , to purchaſe his deſtrutFion , who was the 
chief Inſtrument of therr preſervation, and'in fine their own de- 
ſtrnition too , for Quid tu fi peream ego? What became of the 
Peerage, when Prelacy and XKingſbip were run down ? Then 
was a time when A#20n-like they were worried by their own 
Hounds, till they had learned that , Vemo gratis malus eff , that 
they had bought their iniquity at a dear rate; and better they 
had never been born, than that the guil? of their iniquity ſhould 
lie ſo heavy upon them , and the puniſhment devolve, as it did, 
upon ſo many thouſands beſides them. 

But like b/in4 Sampſon, fo they gratified their own reverse, 
they were utterly regardleſs how many they deſtroyed, in plucking 
down the glorious Fabrick of Church and State about their 
ears. Nocalling drank fo deep of this bitter cup, in thatunna- 
tural War as ors, the States loſs was not to be expreſſed, but the 
Churches not to be imagined: for owr Priviledges and Reve-« 
ues were not only taken from us, by thoſe Jews, who would 


have Crucified Chrift himſelf (as they didhis Vicegerent) #0 get 
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his Garments, but our office it ſelf lay ableeding , and was draw. 
ing toits laſt gaſp, if a Miracle of Providence , had not ſent us 
ſuch a Sovereign, luch a Nurſing Father , as God hath now bleſ- 
{d us with, to revive it. 

Now if when ſo many frightful circumſtances meet together, 
to wring tears from our eyes,at the 7eſextment of ſuch an incon- 
ceivable loſs , do not ingage us in a ſerious lamentation, and if 
our ſobbs do not grave the remwembraxce of our Martyr'd Sove- 
reign in our hearts, in Charaters as great, as was the Crime of 
His Murderers, we are more inſenſible of God's Dealings, and 
our own Demerits, then becomes us. 

There were more Zudafes than one, who Sinned in betraying 
this Innocent Blood, 1 wiſh they had learned ſo much ingenuity 


from him as toconfels it , and ſo much wi/4o trom God's long - 


ſuffering, as to ſee it betimes,not dreaming that, a gemera/ guilts. 
#eff will amount to Zanocence in Heaven, as it does ſometimes on 
Earth. I ſhall deſerve your pardoz, if 1 value your Sonls, which 
colt the Blood of Chrifl at more than a words ſpeaking , There 
being no flattery ſo fatal, as that of the Phyſiciz and the Devine. 
I fhall eſteem.your amendment {3 much above your favour, asto 
have morereſpe& to your hippinefi, than to ſuffer you to livea- 
ny longer in a miſtaken opixiox, of your 997 i/7»0cence, even as to 
this Crime. ' And what ſpeak in his place, will I hope, be the 
better taken, becauſe "ris out of a 4-ſire to corvirce all,, and not to 
ſhame any of jo# ;, unlels I ſhame ſome few by accident , inrefu- 
ſing the glory of true Repentance ; for I am ſully perſwaded 
that the major part of youare already ſatish:d that you can never 
be ſenſible enouoh, nor repent too much of this (in.
